A long-awaited new play space for kids is 
under construction at the predominantly 
sports-oriented Parrs Park. 

What we used to know as playgrounds don't 
come cheap these days. Now they are called 
play spaces, and a set of swings, a see-saw 
and a slide just don’t cut it any more. 

The new play space, in the corner of the 
park near the West Coast Road roundabout, 
will cost $909,000, and will feature a range 
of amusements never dreamt of a couple of 
decades ago.
